The  streets  of  Topeka  are  named  and  the  lots  upon  them  nam-  | 

bered  according  to  a  system  which  enables  one  easily  to  become  j 

acquainted  and  known  in  any  given  locality.    The  streets  running  | 

north  and  south  are  named  after  the  successive  United  States  pres-  j 

idents,  and  those  running  east  and  west  are  numbered.  i

NUMBERING  OF  HOUSES  AND  PLACES  OF  BUSINESS.  j 
In  order  to  prevent  confusion  in  numbering  buildings,  whenever  I 
such  numbering  became  necessary,  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Topeka  Association  early  adopted  a  system,  which 
was  approved  by  the  Association,  by  which  every  twenty-five  feet 
of  front  upon  an  avenue,  street  or  alley  may  receive  a  number  when  ! 
built  upon,  which  being  systematical  and  uniform  with  like  num- 
bers on  other  streets  similarly  situated,  may  be  easily  found  by  car- 
riers, or  known  by  citizens  at  a  distance  from  home.  The  lots  on 
the  original  plat  were  all  numbered  in  accordance  with  this  system. 
The  rule  by  which  to  find  any  number,  or  to  add  one,  is  as  follows : 
Calculate  the  number  of  feet  from  the  base  line  to  the  further  cor- 
ner of  the  twenty-five  feet  in  question,  excluding  thoroughfares; 
multiply  by  two  and  divide  by  twenty-five.  The  quotient  will  be 
the  number  required,  if  on  the  even  side  of  the  street;  if  on  the  odd 
side,  a  unit  must  be  deducted.  Topeka  and  First  avenues  were  the 
original  base  lines,  and  divide  the  east  and  west  and  north'  and  south 
of  the  city.  All  lots  are  numbered  east  and  west  from  Topeka  avenue, 
and  north  and  south  from  First  avenue.

With  an 
increase  in  population  of  nearly  five  thousand  in  less  than  two 
3^ears,  and  a  very  decided  progress  in  the  way  of  solid  and  substan- 
tial improvements,  insures  the  prosperity  and  growth  of  Topeka 
over  every  other  city  in  the  State.    The  commercial  interests  of 
the  city  were  never  more  encouraging,  or  on  a  more  solid  basis, 
than  at  this  time;  and  its  manufacturing  interests  also  afford  an 
element  of  prosperity  which  should  be  encouraged  and  increased. 

To  the  business  community,  who,  through  their  liberal  patron- 
age, have  enabled  me  to  publish  this  model  directory,  I  return 
thanks,  and  trust  they  will  be  amply  repaid  by  increased  patron- 
age.

CHURCHES. 
FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH. 
REV.  C.  MONJEAU,  PASTOR. 

Was  organized  in  the  basement  story  of  Joseph  C.  Miller's 
house,  on  Sixth  avenue,  March  1st,  1857,  by  Rev.  James  Gilpat- 
rick,  missionary  of  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society, 
and  Rev.  Edward  Seagraves,  who  presided.  The  constituent  mem- 
bers were:  Jesse  Stone,  Joseph  C.  Miller,  Sarah  E.  Miller,  Christo- 
pher Fitzgerald,  Charles  A.  Bliss  and  Wm.  Jordon.  The  Baptists, 
though  in  an  unorganized  condition,  had  not  been  without  stated 
religious  services,  and  had  enjoyed  the  labors  of  Rev.  J.  Gilpatrick 
from  the  spring  of  '55,  up  to  this  time.  Afterwards  the  labors  were 
divided  between  him  and  Rev.  Mr.  Fish,  of  Auburn,  the  latter  con- 
tinuing his  services  up  to  June  18,  '59,  when  Rev.  C.  C.  Hutchin- 
son was  called  to  the  pastorate.  At  this  time  the  church  consisted 
of  thirteen  members.  He  continued  his  labors  one  year,  the  A.  B.  H. 
M.  Board  not  seeing  fit  to  reappoint  him,  or  assist  in  his  support, 
and  the  church,  being  too  feeble  to  do  it,  was  compelled  to  dispense 
with  his  valuable  services.  During  his  administration  he  secured 
half  of  the  means  to  erect  a  hall  of  worship,  during  an  eastern  tour, 
made  in  the  memorable  year  of  the  drought — 1860.    During  that 
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i  year  eleven  were  added  to  the  church.    On  March  30,  1862,  Rev.  E. 
i  Alward  received  an  appointment  from  the  Mission  Board,  dividing 
i  his  time  between  this  church  and  the  one  in  Burlingame,  until  1 
1865,  when  it  was  wholly  devoted  to  the  Topeka  church.    He  served  | 
four  years  and  two  months.    In  that  time  forty-seven  were  added  I 
to  the  membership.    The  church  was  then  without  a  pastor  until  I 
October  21st,  1866,  though  they  were  never  without  the  stated  | 
preaching  of  the  Word.    At  this  time  Rev.  Isaac  Sawyer,  D.  D.,  ! 
accepted  a  call  to  the  pastorate,  a  portion  of  his  salary  being  furn- 
ished by  the  Home  Mission  Society.    He  remained  one  j'ear  and 
seven  months,  and  then  resigned  his  charge  without  any  apparent 
cause.    During  his  short  pastorate  fifty-nine  were  gathered  into  the  | 
fold.    August  1st,  1869,  Rev.  H.  P.  Fitch,  of  Port  Burville,  Canada,  | 
became  the  pastor.    During  his  pastorate  the  church  edifice,  the 
foundation  of  which  was  laid  under  the  administration  of  his  prede- 
cessor, was  so  far  completed  that  they  could  occupy  the  basement. 
His  services  continued  one  year.    Forty-three  were  added  to  the 
church  during  his  stay.    In  the  interval  between  his  resignation 
and  the  call  of  Rev.  E.  0.  Taylor,  which  took  place  April  12,  1871, 
the  pulpit  was  supplied  by  Rev.  J.  L.  Moore,  D.D.,  of  Piqua,  0.  Rev. 
E.  0.  Taylor  was  a  young  man  of  energy,  full  of  life  and  fresh  from 
his  collegiate  course.    During  his  pastorate  of  two  years  and  ten 
months  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  were  added  to  the  church.  Eighty- 
three  of  these  were  by  baptism.    A  paper  in  the  interest  of  the 
Baptist  cause  was  published  by  him,  and  a  Mission  Sabbath  School 
organized,  and  a  chapel  enclosed  and  partially  finished  in  which  it 
was  held.    His  resignation  was  accepted  January  30th,  1874.  On 
July  6th,  1874,  the  pastorate  of  the  church  was  urged  upon  Rev. 
C.  Monjeau.    He  accepted,  too,  after  being  apprised  of  the  great 
calamit}^  that  had  come  upon  us  as  a  State,  and  a  church,  by  the 
incursion  of  God's  array,  in  the  shape  of  countless  hosts  of  grass- 
hoppers, which  ate  up  every  green  thing.    Rev.  C.  Monjeau  is  still 
the  pastor  of  this  church. 

During  his  pastorate  of  over  five  years,  some  118  members  have 
been  added,  all  the  debts  paid,  the  edifice  richly  finished,  and  the 
grounds  graded,  fenced  in  and  ornamented  with  evergreens  and 
other  choice  things,  as  may  now  be  seen  at  the  corner  of  Ninth  and 
Jackson  streets. 

BAPTIST  CHURCH  OF  NORTH  TOPEKA. 

REV.  J.  BARRATT,  PASTOR. 

;       Is  located  on  the  corner  of  Harrison  and  Laurent  streets.  Its 
I  house  is  built  of  stone,  two  stories  high,  the  entire  building  fur-  j 
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i  nished  at  a  cost  of  eleven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.    It  is  free 
i  from  incumbrance  of  an}^  kind.    The  auditorium  will  seat  550  per- 
j  sons.    The  Rev.  J.  Barratt  organized  the  church  April  4, 1869,  with 
i  eleven  members.    It  has  received  since  that  time  290  persons,  and 
has  a  membership  at  present  of  more  than  200.    It  has  had  but  one 
pastor  during  its  existence.    Its  trustees  are  Rev.  J.  Barratt,  George 
J.  Mitchell,  Edwin  Scotton,  0.  Vaughan,  A.  C.  Beckwith,  and  W. 
I  G.  Shaw;  J.  A.  Lukens,  clerk;  G.J.  Mitchell,  treasurer;  G.  Hutch- 
inson, G.  J.  Mitchell  and  Joseph  Smith,  directors.    It  has  preach- 
ing every  Sabbath  morning  and  evening,  by  the  pastor.  Prayer 
meeting  on  Wednesday  evening.

FIRST  CONGREGATIONAL  CHURCH.

Is  situated  on  the  corner  of  Seventh  and  Harrison  streets,  and 
was  organized  in  1855  in  "  Old  Constitution  Hall."  Rev.  Lewis 
Bodwell  was  the  first  pastor  of  the  church,  beginning  his  ministra- 
tions in  October,  1856,  and  continuing  until  his  resignation  in  the 
spring  of  1860.  In  October,  1860,  Rev.  P.  Mc Vicar  was  called  to 
the  pastorate,  in  which  he  remained  until  July,  1866.  The  church 
edifice,  the  first  erected  in  Topeka,  was  completed  and  dedicated 
during  the  first  year  of  Mr.  Mc  Vicar's  pastorate.  The  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  first  State  Legislature  held  its  sessions  in  the 
building.  Upon  Mr.  Mc  Vicar's  resignation  in  1866,  Rev.  Lewis 
Bodwell  again  became  pastor  of  the  church  until  his  rsignation  in 
in  the  summer  of  1869,  when  Rev.  J.  G.  Merrill  was  called  to  that 
position.   After  remaining  one  year  he  was  appointed  to  the  Gen- 
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eral  Superintendency  of  Home  Missions  for  Kansas,  and  was  sue-  i 
ceeded  in  September,  1870,  by  Rev.  Linus  Blakesley,  the  present  | 
pastor.    During  the  nine  years  of  his  pastorate,  over  300  have  been  ! 
received  into  membership.    A  new  church  edifice  is  soon  to  be 
erected  on  their  beautiful  site.    The  Monday  Club,  or  Young  Peo- 
ples' Association,  besides  maintaining  weekly  devotional  services, 
have  undertaken  the  purchase  of  a  $2,500  Hook  &  Hasting's  organ 
for  the  church,  by  means  of  a  course  of  public  entertainments.

The  first  society  was  organized  in  Topeka,  March  21st,  1855, 
composed  of  a  small  number  of  men  and  women,  with  Rev.  A.  Still, 
presiding  elder,  and  Rev.  J.  S.  Griffin,  pastor.  J.  Case,  class  leader, 
H.  H.  Wentwwth,  Sunday  School  superintendent.

CHURCH  OF  THE  ASSUMPTION. 
REV.  J.  F.  CUNNINGHAM,  PASTOR. 

This  church,  situated  near  the  corner  of  Eighth  avenue  and 
Jackson  street,  was  established  by  Rev.  James  H.  Defouri,  in  Aug., 
1862.  It  is  the  oldest  church  structure  in  the  city,  and  has  con- 
nected with  it  a  school,  under  the  auspices  and  management  of  the 
Sisters  of  Charity,  numbering  about  one  hundred  pupils.  The  Rev. 
J.  F.  Cunningham  has  been  the  pastor  of  the  church  for  the  past 
three  years,  and  is  also  the  superintendent  of  the  school. 

GRACE  (EPISCOPAL)  CATHEDRAL. 
REV.  J.  F.  WALKER,  RECTOR. 

A  mission  was  inaugurated  in  the  year  1857  by  Rev.  Charles 
Calloway,  and  in  1860  a  parish  was  organized  under  the  name  of 
Grace  Church,  with  about  twelve  communicants.  Rev.  N.  0.  Pres- 
ton had  charge  of  the  parish  three  years,  during  which  time  a 
church  edifice  was  erected.  Rev.  J.  N.  Lee  became  Rector  in  J une, 
1865,  and  continued  until  June,  1869,  when  he  resigned  and  was 
succeeded  by  Rev.  Charles  Stewart,  who  severed  his  connection  with 
the  parish  in  March,  1871,  when  Rev.  John  Bakewell,  D.  D.,  was 
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called  to  the  rectorshi}),  which  he  held  until  June,  1875,  when  im- 
I  painid  health  induced  him  to  resign.  About  this  time  the  church 
edifice  was  so  extensively  remodeled,  enlarged  and  improved  as  to 
constitute  it  virtually  a  new  church.  Rev.  Henry  H.  Loring  pre- 
sided over  the  parish  from  January,  1876,  until  1879:  and  the  pres- 
ent incumbent,  Rev.  J.  F.  Walker,  commenced  his  labors  here  with 
nearly  two  hundred  communicants.  The  church  is  now  known  as 
Grace  Episcopal  Cathedral. 

NORTH  TOPEKA  COXGHEGATIONAL  CHURCH. 

REV.  SAMUEL  I\  DUNLAP,  PASTOR. 

j  Originated  with  the  missionary  labors  of  Rev.  Rodney  Payne, 
I  commencing  in  May,  1866.

The  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Topeka,  on  Eighth  avenue 
east,  near  Kansiis  avenue,  occupies  a  central  and  an  eligible  location. 
It  has  a  substantial  stone  house  of  worship,  recently  enlarged  and 
handsomely  refitted,  and  furnishing  comfortable  accommodations 
for  a  large  congregation. 

The  first  pastor  of  the  church  was  Rev.  John  A.  Steele,  whose  i 
charge  began  early  in  the  year  I860,  and  who  died  October  12,  1864. 

The  present  pastor  began  his  work  January  1,  1869  —  the  mem-  ;

The  pastor  of  this  church  has  gathered  and  organized  several 
churches  in  Shawnee  county  outside  of  the  city  of  Topeka,  and  a 
church  in  North  Topeka,  viz:  Bethel  Church,  seven  miles  south- 
I  east  of  Topeka,  organized  May  28,  1871;  Pleasant  Ridge  church,  j 
nine  miles  northwest  of  Topeka,  organized  July  16,  1876;  Waka-  | 
rusa  church,  twelve  miles  south  of  Topeka,  organized  December  5, 
1877;  North  Topeka  church,  organized  September  15,  1878.

TOPEKA  CEMETERY. 

The  Topeka  Cemetery  was  the  first  one  established  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Topeka,  and  lies  upon  the  nearest  high  ground  south 
east  of  the  city,  from  which  the  handsomest  views  of  the  city  and 
surrounding  country  are  obtained.  Lots  are  sold  at  prices  varying 
from  five  cents  to  twenty-five  cents  per  foot,  according  to  locality. 
In  it  there  are  16,200  feet  belonging  to  the  city,  and  5,600  feet  be- 
longing to  Topeka  township,  where  those  making  interments  must 
simply  pay  the  sexton  for  opening  and  closing  graves.  Applica- 
tions made  to  Q.  A.  Hull,  the  sexton,  at  the  cemetery,  or  to  F.  L. 
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Crane,  superintendent,  at  No.  132  Monroe  street,  cit}',  will  be  at- 
tended to. 


Educational  and  religious  privileges  are  justly  regarded  as  the 
basis  of  cultivated  and  orderly  society,  and  both  of  these  interests 
have  certainly  received  due  attention  and  attained  a  remarkable 
development  in  Topeka.  The  churches  of  the  city  have  already 
been  described  in  the  foregoing  pages,  and  our  schools  are  equally 
its  numerous,  and  are  conducted  in  buildings  which  will  compare 
favorably  with  any  in  the  country,  Jjoth  in  their  arciiitectural  pro- 


portions and  substantial  construction.  An  observant  traveller  said, 
some  time  ago,  that  the  best  building  in  every  Kansas  town  was 
the  public  schools,  and  certainly  this  is  true  of  this  city.  It  used 
to  be  the  case,  in  the  East,  that  the  court  house  was  the  largest  and 
most  attractive  building  in  every  county  seat,  while  the  school 
house  was  a  low,  dingy  building,  as  dismal  in  its  outside  appearance, 
as  it  was  squalid  in  its  interior  furnishing.  Our  court  house  is  a 
fair,  three-story  brick  building,  but  the  contrast  between  it  and  the 
Lincoln  school  building  makes  the  former  appear  small  and  insig- 
nificant. 

There  are  thirteen  public  school  buildings  and  three  colleges  in 
Topeka,  and  several  smaller  private  schools.  The  public  schools 
will  afford  accommodation  for  over  three  thousand  pupils,  and  thirty-

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one  teachers  are  employed.  The  thirteen  school  buildings  with  their 
grounds,  furniture  and  apparatus,  are  valued  at  over  $150,000,  and 
are  supplied  with  every  modern  educational  appliance.  The  schools 
are  thoroughly  graded  and  each  room  is  in  charge  of  an  experienced 
teacher,  each  a  specialist  in  his  or  her  department.  The  high  school 
has  graduated  its  class  for  the  three  years  last  past  with  honor,  a 
number  of  young  ladies  having  completed  its  four-years  course  of 
study.  The  teachers  all  show  great  earnestness  and  fidelity  in  their 
work,  and  under  the  able  management  of  Superintendent  Butter- 
field  the  schools  are  unsurpassed  in  point  of  order,  efficiency  and

general  working  by  any  in  the  State.  The  levy  for  school  purposes 
in  the  city  is  only  five  mills  for  general  expenses,  and  four  mills 
for  interest  on  bonds  and  sinking  funds.  The  finances  of  the 
Board  are  managed  with  scrupulous  care  and  rigid  economy,  and 
the  schools  have  kept  pace  with  the  vigorous  growth  and  general 
prosperity  of  the  city.

The  Kansas  Theological  School  is  an  incorporated  institution 
for  the  education  of  an  Episcopal  ministry,  especially  fitted  for  the 
work  in  the  Diocese  of  Kaiisa,s.  It  is  situated  in  the  city  of  Topeka, 
on  Topeka  avenue,  between  Eighth  avenue  and  Ninth  street,  and 
possesses  an  unincumbered  property  amounting  to  $25,000.  The 
substantial  brick  building — a  large  and  imposing  edifice,  affords  am- 
ple accommodations  for  the  president,  for  the  resident  professor,

and  for  twelve  or  fifteen  students.  It  is  the  only  such  school,  in 
the  proper  and  peculiar  sense,  in  the  State;  and  it  is  a  very  import- 
ant agency  for  the  supply  of  clerg}^  It  has  a  library  connected 
with  it,  containing  about  three  thousand  volumes,  mainly  theolog- 
ical works.

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ting  down  the  appropriation  for  its  maintenance  at  least  $300  less 
than  was  absolutely  necessary  to  conduct  it.  This  amount  was, 
however,  raised  by  private  subscription,  and  the  city's  pride  was 
once  more  opened  free  to  the  public. 

The  library  is  located  in  a  spacious  hall  on  the  corner  of  Sev- 
enth street  and  Kansas  avenue,  directly  opposite  the  TefFt  House, 
and  is  provided  with  a  handsome  reading  room,  containing  files  of  ' 
newspapers  and  periodicals  to  which  strangers  are  cordially  invited. 
The  library  is  open  every  day  (Sunday  excepted),  and  everybody 
is  eligible  to  membership  residing  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  city.

Orphan  Asylum. — This  asylum  is  located  in  Leavenworth,  Kan- 
sas, and  was  regularly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  in 
1866,  and  has  at  times  since  received  the  patronage  of  the  State, 
through  appropriations  for  its  support  made  by  its  legislative  bod- 
ies. The  object  of  the  asylum,  as  embodied  in  its  constitution,  is  to 
provide  a  home  for  and  educate  all  orphans  of  legitimate  parentage, 
under  fifteen  years  of  age.  It  seeks  to  protect  the  helpless,  who 
are  made  so  by  no  fault  or  crime  o^ their  own;  it  undertakes  to 
shield  childhood  innocence  from  temptation  and  crime,  when  death 
and  friendless  poverty  have  shorn  it  of  natural  protection;  it  puts 
out  a  hand  to  steady  and  guide  the  feeble  and  uncertain  footsteps 
of  youth,  by  throwing  around  them  at  once  the  protecting  arms  of 
home  and  christian  surroundings,  which  without  this  system  would 
be  left  to  the  blind  and  uncertain  impulse  of  capricious  charity 
alone  to  intervene  in  their  behalf.  The  asylum  has  sixteen  auxil- 
iary societies,  perfected  and  in  working  order,  throughout  the  State, 
two  of  which  are  located  in  Topeka.  They  give  a  charity  ball  an- 
nually for  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  besides  collecting  and  for- 
warding large  quantities  of  provisions,  clothing,  etc,  to  the  institute.
